P.M PRISONERS 

A unique system of institutionalizing crim¬ 
inals is meeting with considerable success, ac¬ 
cording to the sheriff of California's Santa 
Clara County Jail. Because some men, im¬ 
prisoned for minor infractions, not only lose 
their standing in society but become a drain 
on the prison s funds, instead of caring for 
their families, they are allowed to work at 
outside jobs and return to their cells in time 
for dinner, Lopked up for the night, they are 
freed again after breakfast In this way, a 
man is able to serve his sentence as well as 
discharge his responsibilities. 

This new attitude is largely due to a sheriff, 
who was more interested in correction than 
punishment. Assisted by a rehabilitation 
worker, the pair explored the nation's penal 
systems until they found that a Wisconsin jail 
had attempted such a program with marked 
success. It took some time to convince higher 
authorities, but given clearance, they initiated 
the project at once. 

Prisoners, too, were quick to cooperate, to 
the extent of paying for their own prison fare 
and maintenance. And employers freely admit¬ 
ted that those men who returned to their jobs 
d i s pi ay ed a gre a ter wi 11 i ngn es s to wo rk. 

To augment the rehabilitation program, a 
team of job hunters tries to locate suitable po¬ 
sitions for the unemployed. Yet, despite this 
benevolence, there are. some hard and fast 
rules* Inmates must turn over all earnings to" 
the sheriff, who distributes them as he sees fit. 
Inmates-on-the-job cannot be visited by friends 
or family. 

With the success at Santa Clara assured, all 
cotfnty jails in California have been informed 
that they can start similar programs. In fact, 
some penal authorities now anticipate the day 
when the idea will be adopted nation-wide,

The judge consulted his tomes and found 
a similar case which had been tried in Penn¬ 
sylvania in 1?44. Ordinarily, the victim of such 
an accident can only blame his own careless¬ 
ness, but in this particular case the store had 
excited patrons to such a degree that their 
attention was completely fixed on the items for 
sale. The customer collected damages.
